We present to our readers this morn- 


ing the following exhaustive report on 
the water supply and the means for the 
protection of the city against fire: 


CONCORD, N. H., July 26, 1899. 


Samuel C. Eastman, Secretary, Con- 


cord, N. H. 
Dear Sir: I made an inspection of tbe 


Portsmouth, N. H., water works, hy- 
drant system and fire department on 
July 21, 22 and-23, 1899, the inspection 
taking throo days, t»nd was very thor- 
ough. 


I was very much pleased at the show- 


ing made t»y the hydrant tests, the re 
suits indicating that the pip > system 
was very good, as the pressure held up 
well with four one-inch streams. 


Water Supply. 


The supply is obtained from springs 


either by driven wells, of which there 
fifty ono, or by galleries, the sides of 
which the water percolates and runs by 
gravity into large basins. All wells and 
basins connect into tht. main suction 
pipe of the pump, and aie controlled 
by valves in the main pumping station. 


,t what is known as the Haven wells, 
here is an auxiliary pumping station 
with a 1,000,000 gallon Knowlos aud 
Blake 8 x 12 (steam) 12 x 12

In the 
meantime, they have a 500,000 gallon 
standpipe to draw on, aud this is kept 
practically full all the time. 
They 


onld, too, cut off the breweries, which 
would mean a big saving in the con- 
sumption of water. 
I should consider 


he supply adequate for all needs. 


Pumping Station. 


The pumping station is well equipped 


with two Portland boilers of 75 horse- 
power each, one Worthington pump, 15 x 
25 x 2i (steam) 16 x 24 (water) twen- 
ty-six strokes per minute, and one Dean 
pump, 12 x 24 x 24 (steam) 14 1-8 x 
24 x 24 (water), 50 strokes per minute. 
The Worthinglon is a new pump rated 
3,000,000 gallons per day, and is kept 
for reserve. It is started up often to 
try out and keep in shape for emergen- 
cy. The Dean is the old pump rated at 


,000,000 gallons per day, aud is the 
pump in constant use. There were 
some remarks made about the 3,000,- 
000 gallon pump being larger than nec- 
essary, but I cannot agree with that 
irloa, because the daily domestic con- 
sumption runs up as tigh as 1,500,000 
gallons per day. The heavy 
draft 


comes, of course, in the middle of the 
day, and at that time the small pump 
must be pumping about 100,000 gallons 
an hour, or even more than her rated 
capacity per hour. 
This being the 


case, if a large fire should start, where 
would the extra supply for the hydrant 
service com» from except the stand- 
pipe, and when you begin to lower the 
water in that, you lose pressure and im- 
pair your hydrant service. Both] pumps 
might bo run at the same time, thus 
doubling your capacity, but in order to 
run both, the dead boiler would have to 
be fired up probably and much valua- 
ble time lost. I certainly would advise 
keeping the large pump. Tho stand- 
pipe should be included in the pump- 
ing station, in order to get tho true ca- 
pacity for fire service. This staudpipo 
is 100 feet high by 30 foet 111 diameter, 
capacity, 500,000 gallons. This is con- 
nected to the pumping station by an 
electric alarm boll, which notifies the 
attendant when it is full. I understand 
this rings several times every day, 
showing that the standpipe ia kept 
practically foil. The engineer ia charge 
slftims that once only had it been 
drawn as much as eight feet from full. 
Thtrtoll rang *hou I was in the station 


aud the pump was slosreddown. 
Of 


coarse the bell shows when tbe standpipe 
is full, bnt not when it is low; for that 
the attendant depends upon a pressure 
gauge, which is, I thiuk, satisfactory, 
as thero are attendants thero day and 
night. 
As a still farther supply in case 


of an emergency, there are located in 
different parts of tho city reservoirs ag- 
gregating 723,000 gallons capacity and 
located as follows:

These of course, are used only when 


the hydrant service gives out. 


A further supply is the river ond 


harbor. 
All steamers carry suction 


pipes, and can throw them into the liv- 
er or harbor when covering the water 
front, the steamers being equipped 
with fresh water tanks for their boilers. 


There arp only two things I would 


suggest in this department. They are, 
first, a recording pressure indicator, to 
be located in the pumping station, the 
fommisdouer'a 
office or the central 


lire station, preferably tho latter. 
This 


would make a record that 
would be 


lasting and show just how the water 
stood in the standpipe every minute, 
and would always be on file to refer to. 
The second is a tapper, to be located in 
the pumiug station. 
This 
tapper 


would strike all bell alarms, and give 
the attendant warning, so he could look 
out for any sudden and heavy draft on 
the fitandpipe. 


Pipe Lines. 


With tho showing jpade by tho tests, 


rWltecessary to say moro 


about rao pipe hues than that they ara 
up to requirements, except in one case, 
which is the line to Noble's Island. For 
some reason they run a two-inch pipe 
from the main land to this island. They 
have one double hydrant on the island. 
This pipe line should be 6 inch and au- 
other hydrant placed near the electric 
railway power station and coal pocket?. 
I call for a six-inch pipe because I do 
not bolieve in four inch pipe anywhere 
for hydrant service, and thiak the use 
of it should be discouraged by the 
board. The pipe system throughout 
the city is well tied together, but I 
would ensgest that when any improve- 
ments are made in the following streets, a, 
1J inch pipe be put in to replace the pre - 
sent 6 inch and 4 inch, from 18 inch on 
Islington street through Cass3 Middle, 
South,Marcy, Water, Mulberry,Bow and 
Market streets to Market square, con- 
necting there with the 12 inch main. 
Tins would make aloop that would help 
greatly the outskirts of the city. Of 
course, it is understood that the supply 
is limited to the capacity of the 16 inch 
main from Cass street to the standpipe 
and this may, if the city grows, have to 
be enlarged, but at present, I do not 
think either of the above changes a 
necessity, only an improvement in. the 
right direction, and in case any of 
these lines are relaid for any cause, I 
think they should be changc/l as per 
above. They talk now of laying a pipe 
from the end of Middle street up Mid- 
dle to 
South and down South to 


present -end on South. Such chances, 
I think, should be improved to better 
the system. 


Hydrants. 


I found every hydrant in splendid 


condition, caps and valves well oiled 
and moving easily when started, and 
not starting any too hard to insure 
needing a wrench to stswt them. I think 
the chief engineer should be compli- 
mented on their condition, he having 
personally looked after them to see that 
they were flushed -ind in condition. 
There was only one hydrant that gave 
trouble, and this trouble was from 
stones in tbe pipe. 
This hydrant had 


been flushed, but we had to flush it 
several times beforo it was clear. I 
thick it was left in good condition, as 
it was flushed for half an hour steady. 


There should ho another hydrant on 


Noble's Island, and before long extra 
hydrants should be placed toward the 
plains on Middle Road, or in that vi- 
cinity. 
Apparatus. 


The apparatuses in extra good condi- 


tion, every part of it. Tho central fire 


station and the chemical are equipped 
with hanging harnesses, and the horses 
are kept in these stations 
constantly. 


Thero are also permanent drivers. Dri- 
vers, horses and banging harnesses are 
kept for the steamer, hose wagon, lad- 
der trucks and chemical. 


The hose is kept in good condition, 


always being washed and hung in the 
tower as soon as brought in from ser- 
vice. 


Fire Alarm Telegraph. 


Perhaps it was unfortunate for tbe 


department that their 
fare alarm was 


badly burned out the first morning I 
was there. Investigation seemed to es- 
tablish the cause as follows:—A 
fire 


alarm wire was crossed with a 500 volt 
feed wire of the electric road. 
The in- 


sulation protected the service until a 
lightning disc harge punctured it, when 
the curient f rom the feed wire immedi- 
ately folio Aved the path made for it by 
tho lightning, and burned our nine fire 
alarm boxes, a 
tapper in the chief's 


house, sorno apparatus in the brewery, 
and made it necessary to send the re 
peater away to be repaired. It started a 
fire in the chief's honse, no damage as 
he was right there. 
It also started a 


fire in the fire alarm station, which was 
discovered just in time to prevent it 
getting into the partition. 
It burned 


the wires and tho woodwork under 
the shelf, quite badly. 
It is difficult 


to place the blame for this burnout, 
but I can say that in my opinion if tbe 
apparatus had been fused with long fu- 
ses, five inches long, 
instead of 


the present fusee, which are onlj 
about one and pue-half inches from 
terminal to 
terminal, 
fires 
would 


not 
have occurred. 
No one can 


say that the boxep, etc., would not 
have been injured by the lightning, but 
the dynamo current would have been 
cut-out and apparatus would not have 
been totally destroyed. Ivish alto to 
say that the way the fire alarm wires 
are inn makes such a burn out some- 
thing to be expected at anytime. In 
almost all cities, the city reserves the 
top arm on a pole for the fire alarm 
wires, and that is the proper place for 
them, above every other wire. Whether 
Poitsmouth does so reserve the top arm 
or not, the fira alarm wires are not run 
on this urns, but jump around and be- 
tween other wires. This matter, I think, 
should be attended to by the city, ond 
the wires straightened out. I would 
not attempt to place the blame for the 
above condition as I think one party is 
as much to blame as the other, and each 
parry, no doubt could explain satisfac- 
torily why certain things are not done. 


Summary. 


The water supply is sufficient for pro- 


sent needs. 


The pumping station is just what is 


needed for the present. If the city 
grows a larger one may be necessary, 
It is properly looked after, and in case 
of emergency I think will be found 
ready to meet any demand up to ics full 
capacity, and the standpipe is always 
full. 


PIPE LINES. 


The line to Noble's island should be 


relaid at once, and six-inch pipe need.

to coccus, which are ball-like -in form; 
bacilli, rod-like In f6rm aud spirilli, 
which have a spiral form. The Culture 
ol bacteria Is carried ou in culture 
lubes, in which Is placed the medium 
on which they live. This may be agar 
lau East Indian seaweed), gelatine, 
gelatine glucose or potatoes, but It Is 
gt net-ally some highly glutinous sub- 
stauce. The tubes are ci'ther hermeti- 
cally sealed, if the bncteria be anaero- 
bic, or, if arobic, corked with cotton. 


When It is desired to transfer bac- 


teria to another tube for experimental 
purposes, the new tube is first pre- 
pared for the medium, nnd then a.

beings, and the disease it causes so 
terrible is Us attendant suffering. 


}i once bacilli gets into the blood, 


th«\v cannot be killed by antiseptics. 
The white corpuscles of the blood are 
subdivided into numbers of varieties, 
one of which is known as phagocytes, 
whose function it IB to devour or drive 
out any foreign substance such us baic- 
teiia. These particular corpuscles un- 
limited iu number, however, andshoutd 
bacteria iu nny number enter ihe sys- 
tem they are unable to cope v»irh them, 
and The disen.se of that particular bac- 
teria finds lodgement. There is noth- 
ing in the theory of certain atmospher- 
ic conditions adding to the danger of 
the disease. 


Men, It Is said, are more liable lo 


contract tetanus than women. Al- 
though moist of the cases are those of 
limit's, thlb is caused by the fact that 
tetanus is dangerous only in the event 
of au injury of a. certain character-— 
that is lo say, a lacerated or mangled 
out— -mid women seldom sustain such 
an iujury. 


II is supposed that nature has sup- 


piK'd for all poisons in antidotes, anil 
the constant discoveries of new anti- 
toxin that ru \\ard scientific research

Ou tlie line indicated by this discovery 
experiments YMMC made upon animals, 
vhich provided that serum must be 
injected into the bruin in order to re- 
sist the e\il Influence of the poison on 
Tlivj nerve centres. The new discovery 
wa'« then tried upon man, andMhe first. 
experiment resulted in a recovery- Up 
to December 1 last, out of thirteen

While this may seem a 
small proportion. It must be borne in 
n-ind flint the disease lias heretofore 
been uniformly fatal, and that serum, 
while it may not be, and probably is 
not the real counter irritant, is as yet 
the only one discovered which gives 
even a chance of recovery.

Dreyfus's 'Judges are genuinely en- 
titled to the sympathy and commisera- 
tion of the whole world. 
Foreigners at Itennps realize now 


for the first time, perhaps, the in- 
tensity of the passions which are 
blinding reason and destroying the 
sense of fair play in France. It is 
this realization which main's these 
nlien observers no longer con'U'deut of 
1he vindication of the innocent nmn 
before the, Itenncs court wartinl. Tt 
is now clear what policy the enemies 
of Dreyfus have relied on eliUFfly for 
thwarting Justice ,once more. It is 
reasons of State, based not on pretund- 
p<l danger of a foreign wnr, as in 1894, 
l»ul upon the civil war which the ac- 
quit al of the prisoner would precipi- 
tate, according to the anil-Divyfus 
declarations.

Mr. Jones' Colt Took New England 


Futurity At Readville. 


The first in the series of races for the 


rich l\ew England Futurity was held 
at the KeadviHe track yesterday and 
brought honor and glory to a New Eng 
land man, the Hon. Frank Jones of 
Portsmouth. His 3 year-old colt, Idolita 
won in the fastest three heats trotted^by 
a 3 year-old m a race this season. 
The 


best mile was only 2:15 1 4, and how 
much fastor the colt could have stepped 
is problematical, for he finished several 
lengths in the lead and almost in a. jt>g. 


Interest centered in the New England 


Futurity, which had been a subject of 
discussion for months past. 
Tho stake 


was first inaugurated m 1806 and was 
for $13,000. Of this, $3000 was raced off 
last year by tho 3-year-olds, the stake 
being cut up for '2-year old trotters and 
2-year-old pacers, $1000 going to the 
latter. It fell to the lot of Torn Marsh 
to win tne 2-year old division of the 
trotting section with the colt which yes 
terday won still further honors by cap- 
turing the 3-year-old division and tho 
much richer end of the stake. 


Tho amount for the winner yesterday 


was a trifle over $7000. while last year 
the same colt won $1500. fit is excep- 
tional that the colt winning the eailier 
division or a rich stoke like this suc- 
ceeds in capturing the older division. 


While Mr. Jones has for several 3 ears 


been interested in the breeding of colts, 
the one which won yesterday was not 
one of his own breeding. Idohta was 
purchased at Clevpland in the spring of 
1898 by Daniel Mabaney, who is the 
manager of Mr. Jones' stock farm at 
Portsmouth, and who, with Tom 
Marsh, looks after tho racing stable of 
the Maplewood farm. 


The price paid at the sale was $4500 


—a long one at that time, for the re- 
action from the breeding boom had just 
set in, but Mr. Mahaney's judgment 
has proved to be of the best, not only 
in this case, but in others, although for 
a few of the early years Mahaney was 
pursued with some ill-luck such as 
comes to *11 breeding and racing stables 
at some time in their history. 


The victory yesterday is proof that 


Tom Marsh brings his horses to the 
wire in the best of condition, free from 
all lameness and fit to fight out a race 
with the best of them. 


Until yesterday Idolita had not been 


called upon to go a mile up to within 
a couple of seconds of the clip he 
showed in 
the Futurity, but 
the 


youngster had been worked some fast 
quarters, and Marsh and Mahaney were 
satisfied that he was fit. 


Thongh this good colt had a much 


more formidable task confronting him 
yesterday, he accomplished it in the 
same impressive fashion that marked 
his earlier triumph. 


Six colts went to the wire for the 


word in 'vthe Futurity. Kentucky sent 
up the pick of its 3-year-olds in the bay 
filly Ecstacy, which last season won 
the pacing division of the Kentucky 
Futurity. She was the betting favorite 
but Idolita had no trouble in beating 
her out. Marsh brought his colt under 
the wire a winner in three straight 
heats. 


While Mr. Jones is to bo congratulat- 


ed on the wisdom of his.choice when he 
paid S-1500 for Idolita, his trainer, 
Thomas Marsh, deserves the credit for 
keeping the colt up to the form he de- 
veloped last season and bringing him to 
the wire yesterday in such superb con- 
ditiou to battle for what would be a for- 
tune to the ordinary horseman. 


Idolita's next start is at Dubuqne.ld., 


on the 28tb,in,the Horse Keview $20,000 
stake. Than he will bo given a let- 
up until the $16,000 Kentucky futurily 
in Octobor.
